Calgary, Jan, 12.—Coal operators 
from all over the province gathered 
at the Palliser hotel this morning on 
tho invitation of operators of the Ed- 
monton field for the purpose of dis- 
cussing ways and means of increasing 
orders for Alberta coal from Ontario 
and the more expeditious shipping of 
these orders. 

Recent mild weather has caused 
the mines to work only two days a 
week, or half time at most, and more 
Ontario orders would give more em- 
ployment, and ease the financial 
stringency somewhat. Western coal 
mines are in an excellent position to 
supply the needs of the east at the 
present time, the Drumheller and 
Wayne fields alone having an avail- 
able supply for export of 1,000 cars 
a week. 

It is understood that about one-half 
of the 7,000 ton order on hand from 
Ontarlo has gone to the Wayne and 
Drumheller mines which on account 
of the strike were not able to supply 
their quota during the past summer, 
Other fields working on tho order aro 
Clover Bar, Pembina, Coalspur and

In or- 
der to reach the young people he 
took an active part in sports of dit- 
ferent kinds and believed he did 
much good in that way. 


HINTS ON FEEDING 
THE DAIRY COWS 


We have been questioned so much 
on how dairy cows should he fed 
that it suggested this article. 

In a previous article we discussed 
it from a scientific standpoint— 
the necessity of sufficient protein 
along with the carbo-hydrates and 
fat in the food. How the protein is 
needed to produce the casin in the 
milk and the carbo-hydrates and the 
fat to produce the milk sugar and 
the fat of milk, but there is an art 
of feeding as well as a science. 

It does not require much observa- 
tion to see that there are very few 
artists in the cow feeding realm. 

An old English feeder has said: 
‘The eye of the feeder fattens his 
cattle,” and in feeding for milk. pro- 
duction it should be remembered that 
the best judgment of the feeder 
shouldbe exercised in the work, There 
is probably not enough said. about 
how to feed when the cow {fs dry, 

It is possible to take two cows of 
equal. ability and capacity and~to so 
feed them when dry that the one will 
produce twico as much: milk oy ithe 
af pas apron thy y= freshen} - 

Hood cows -are? hurd wor ee nar 
mals and unless. well fed their sys- 
tems become depleted of some ele- 
ments needed in milk production. If 
the system {is not built up again when 
the cow is dry, she has no reserve 
for the next year’s work and her pro: 
duction drops. 

Vory few cows are fed for maxi- 
mum production. The best of feed- 
ing after a cow freshens cannot atone} 
for poor feeding before she freshens, | 
but of course the good feeding after 
she freshens is necessary and profit- 
able, but she is handicapped in the} 
your's work, 

Someone asked us if there is not 
danger in feeding too much? We 
think not, if good judgment is exer- 
cised and certain precautions taken. 
if the udder becomes inflamed, drop | 
down on the grain feed, but continue 
to give some bran. It is well to put 
all cows on the bran a few days be- 
fore freshening. If that fails to 
loosen the bowels enough, give a dose 
of salts and limith the dry coarse 
feed. Don't fail to offer water sey- 
eral times a day. Of course, the 
cow must bo in comfortable quarters. 

After she freshens, do not be in a 
hurry getting her on to full feed. To 
get full benefit of grain feeding, it 
should be increased gradually, say 
one quarter to one half a pound a 
day. Take about three weeks to 
get up to full feeding. In the mean- 
time, you are weighing her milk and 
increasing the grain feed as she in- 
creases in milk production. When 
she reaches her capacity of milk pro- 
duction, stop increasing the grain 
feed. 

Some cows will respond to twice as 
much gain feed as others. A pound 
of grain to three or four pounds of 
milk according to richness. Keep 
somo granulated salt in the corner of 
the manger and see that the cow gets 
an opportunity of drinking all the 
water she needs at least twice a day, 
with the chill taken off. 

If there be danger of milk fever, 
do not milk the udder out clean for 
two or three days, after freshening 
and feed sparingly. Milk often 
enough to relieve the udder. 

Do not forget it is a good cow's 
business to lake feeds suitably mixed 
and to change them into that 
wonderful substance called milk.

TO FEED YOUR CHILD? 


Under nourished children are not 
a peculiarity in our cities, They may 
be found in most schools in Canada, 
They come from the rich, the com- 
fortably-off citizens and the poor. 

The condition is one of under: 
nourishment and underweight produc- 
ed by lack of food or wrong food. 
iAt ages from six to ten years, when 
j the healthy child should gain from 
four to five pounds a year, the under: 
nourished child may gain only a 
pound or two, Some gain none at 
all. If you find that your child 1s 
below normal weight or height, and 
gains more slowly than he ought to 
do, you should at once suspect mal- 
nutrition and take Immediate steps 
to correct St. ‘£ 

In the city of Toronto, special open- 
alr public schools for underweight, 
under-nourished children are conduct- 
ed during eight months of the year, 
In these schools, which are establish- 
ed in open parks, under tents, hun- 
dreds of pale-faced, under-nourished 
sub-normal children are transformed 
into rosy, healthy, alert scholars in 
a few months. 

How is it done By Intelligent ap- 
plication of health laws, ‘The chile 
dren are fed nourishing foods, their 
classes are conducted in’ the open, 
thelr play is supervised, regular, vigor: 
ous; every day they rest for two 
hours in the afternoon and — thelr 
weight for height Is watched. 

The marvellous results gained In 
these schools have attracted a wide: 
spread attention from all parts — of 
Canada and the United States. It 1s 
a remarkable experiment in’ conser:

A Farm Woman on 


‘Mail Order Shopping 


An exchange publishes the_follow- 
ing, which should attract the atten- 
tion of the business men of Wetaski- 
win:— 

In a letter to the press Mrs. Annie 
Sheppard Armstrong makes a thought- 
ful and constructive contribution to 
the perennial discussion .as to the 
respective desirability of shopping by 
mail or in the home town, This Al- 
berta farm woman brings into the dis- 
cussion an idea which we believe is 
an entirely new factor. She points 
out that the farm woman who ac- 
companies her husband to town for 
‘more than the briefest period is ini 
for very considerable discomfort and 
inconvenience, particularly if she 
‘must take her children about with her. 

The farmer perhaps has plowshares 
to be beaten out and horses to be 
shod. While he waits he can pass 
the time in conversation with the 
blacksimith, or he can visit the pool 
room, or he can talk politics in the 
hotel, or talk horses with the livery- 
man or automobiles with the garage 
man, or do all these things in turn; 
and then some. 


On the other hand, when the wife 
has done her shopping, how is she go- 
ing to put in the time? No place 
to go, no place where she can attend 
to the children, not even sanitary con- 
veniences available, no place to get 
a cup of tea, or a meal, other than 
a “Chink” restaurant. Long before 
her husband is ready to start home, 
she is absolutely “fed up” with town. 
Th2 next time that shopping is nec- 
essary, she is likely to stay comfort- 
ably at home and make out her order 
to the mail order house, Mrs, Arm- 
strong says. 

Is there an idea here which might 
be developed to advantage in many a 
‘small town? A comfortably equipped 
“rest room” maintained for the 
comfort and convenience of farm wo- 
men would do more to stop mail or- 
der shopping and encourage “buying 
at home’ than all the talk and all the 
printer’s ink that has ever, been ex- 
pended on the subject, thinks Mrs. 
Armstrong.

;Price. $1.01 was paid to the growers 
and the remaining 2-8 cents per bus- 
hel ‘was placed to his credit in a 
commercial reserve fund, which 
jamounted to over $200,000.00. The 
statement that we secured to our 
members an_ alditional $2,000,000.00 
during the first nine months of our 
existence has never Deen successfully 
contradicted. As a result our mem- 
bership materially increased during 
the fall of 1924, 


Early in August of that year, our 
sister provinces, Saskatchewan and 
Mamitoba, organized provincial pools, 
and the three provinces then merged 
their seiling strength into one giant 
selling - organization, known as_ the 
Canadian Cooperative Wheat Produc- 
ers Limited, with head office at Win- 
nipeg and branch office at Calgary. 
Agencies are also established at New 
York, Paris, Montreal, Toronto and 
Vancouver. The selling strength thus 
developed was a tremendous factor in 
last year’s operations, Over 85,000,- 
000 bushels were handled from the 
1924-25 pool, which closed July 15, 
1925, bringing a payment to growers 
of $1.66 per bushel, basis “No. 1” at 
Fort William. Since the results of 
the second year’s operations have 
been made public our membership 
has increased at a more rapid rate 
than at any time since our organiza- 
tion days. Alberta now has over 34,- 
000 members, with an acreage of over 
3,300,000, and this is being augment- 
ed at the rate of 100-new contracts a 
day. Over 57 per cent of the wheat 
acreage of the province is now under 
contract. 

Our relationships with the various 
institutions with whom we come in 
contact have been most harmonious. 
We have the undivided support of all 
the legitimate business interests of 
the province, who .realize that co- 
operative marketing has been instru- 
mental in increasing the purchasing 
power of the farmers of the province, 
which in turn has meant increased 
business. . Mortgage companies and 
banks have expressed their willing- 
ness to. market through the pool any 
wheat which accrues to them through 
crop leases from pool members, and 
one large mortgage company has 
signed a contract with us. The gov- 
ernment of the three provinces, as 
well as the federal government, have 
given us their moral suyport and the 


disposed toward us. 

We are receiving an increasingly 
large number of contracts from Unit- 
ed States citizens who own land in 
this province. We have on file many 
letters from Alberta land owners re- 
siding in the United States, express- 
ing satisfaction with the way in 
which their wheat has been marketed 
through the pool. The steadfastness 
with which our members are standing 
behind their organization is one of 
the most hopeful 
whole situation. 

There can be no doubt but that the 
gospel of cooperative marketing is 
spreading rapidly. The farmers of 
western Canada have perfected an 
interprovincial organization compris: 
ing 118,000 wheat growers, and con- 
trolling over 50 per cent of Canada’s 
exportable wheat surplus. Ten years 
ago this would have been looked up- 
on as impossible of achievement, To- 
day we look forward to the consum- 
mation of international cooperation 
among the primary producers as the 
means of stabilizing prices and secur- 
ing to the producer a fair reward for 
his labo, We believe cooperative 
action by producers of various coun- 
tries will do more to promote har- 
mony and good will between nations 
than anything else in the world and 
would go far ioward ensuring per- 
manent peace and the practical appli- 
cation of those principles from which 
the spirit of Christmas emanates,

AVERAGED 27c 


Particulars of the wool sold from 
last season's clip through the Alberta 
Sheep Breeders’ association, have 
just been compiled and sent out by 
W. J. Stark, the secretary, which 
shows that the total sales were 106,- 
642 pounds of wool for $29,813.53, and 
also 375 pelts which brought in $67.75, 

The average price for all wools was 
27c, with the top price of 35c for fine 
medium staple quality, of which there 
were 688 pounds. A few pounds of 
tub washed brought 38c, and some 
coarse washed at 35c. The largest

Here and There 


“Lumber industries .of ~ British 
Columbia are sending spruce to Bos- 
ton and New York, fir to Florida 
and Cuba, new markets created: with- 
in the last few months. Demands 
from regular fir markets in Great 
Britain, Asia, Australia and South 
Africa’ are reported better than 
normal, 


The demand for Canadian flour is 
increasing rapidly in the Orient. 
This year 847,760 barrels of flour 
were exported from Medicine Hat 
mostly for the East. Great Britain 
is Canada’s best customer for wheat 
flour, having taken 130,000 barrels 
of the total of 684,698 barrels ex- 
ported during the month of August. 


The Canadian Pacific Rockies are 
not “shot up” yet. Following a 380- 
day hunting trip, Mr. and Mrs. Kol- 
lock, of Los Angeles, told of deer 
that walked right up to camp; bears 
that prowled all around in numbers; 
rams and mountain sheep in abund- 
ance; lakes full of trout caught with 
every throw of the line. 


Despite alleged trade depression. 
and “blue ruin” talk, during the 
week ending October 81, 1925, 67 new 
companies were formed with author- 
ized capital of $151,658,000, as com- 
pared with 90 companies with $112,- 
614,876 capital the previous week 
and with 37 companies with $7,568,- 
000 capital, the corresponding week 
of last year. 


During the 96 hours from Monday, 
November 9, to Thursday, Novem- 
ber 12, the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way londed a car of grain every 56 
seconds, the total being 6,150 cars. 
On Wednesday 1,805 cars were load- 
ed and on Thursday 1,818, while the 
record for the year and for many 
years past was reached on Friday, 
November 18, when 1,994 cars were 
loaded, 


Involving the use of 3% million 
tons of crushed rock, or about 70,- 
000 carloads, approximately 1,000 
miles along the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, Eastern Lines, have been 
ballasted with rock to date. Rock 
ballast is dustless and there is a 
very great increase in comfort for 
the passenger. Rock-ballasting also 
increases the strength of the track 
and otherwise improves its physical 
condition as to drainage and other 
matters, 


The Canadian Pacific Railway has 
announced the offer of thr2e free 
scholarships to apprentices and oth- 
er employees enrolled on the perma- 
nent staff of the company and under 
21 years of age, and to minor sons 
of employees. The scholarships 
cover four years tuition in architec- 
ture, chemical, civil, mechanical or 
electrical engineering at McGill Uni- 
versity and are subject to competi- 
tive examination, 


Taking stens in the United States 
toward a greater recognition of clean 
sportsmanship and the need of con- 
servation of fish, game and forest 
resources, Ozark Ripley, of Tennes- 
see, editor of Ficld and Stream, Out- 
door Life, Outing, announced at 
Montreal recently that catching game 
fish with worms had been banned 
in practically all states of the re- 
public. Worm fishtng ts considered 
destructive as small fish returned to 
the water are too badly wounded 
to live. 


Sugar beet production in Canada 
is incrensing on a phenomenal scale 
while the value of refined beet sugar 
has increased about 190 per cent. in 
1924. In 1924, 81,111 acres were 
planted to suear beets yielding 295, 
177 tons of beets, from which 85,- 
770,709 pounds of sugar was refined 
with a value of $6,192,645, In 1923 
there was a yield of 19,200 tons of 
beets from 17,941 acres. The value 
of the 39,423,160 pounds of sugar 
refined was $3,745,200. 


FURS NOT TOO 
BAD FOR THIS 
WARM SEASON 


The coming of the new year does 
not seem to have made much differ- 
ence to the fur trade, for Calgary 
(lealers are still quoting the coyote 
market as being weak, with a large 
number being handled. There is a 
good demand for badger, mink and 
weasel and receipts are fairly liberal, 
but not so large that there is a gsur- 
plus to cut back prices. There is also 
a fair number of inquiries for lynx 
and fox pelts. 


The condition of the skins offered 
is fairly good and they look as if the 
trappers are taking care of them and 
being particular what they market. 
The hair on the skins is about as 
good as can be expected, considering 
the weather, but if it turns colder 
it is expected that there will be more 
show of gloss and silkiness to the 
pelts. The mild weather has made 
trapping a difficult affair this season, 
for there has not been much snow, 
and up north the trappers are finding 
it hard to get around, as they do most 
of their travelling by sled.

BIG CREAMERIES 
WORK WITH POOL 


The Alberta Dairy Pool now has 
facilities sufficient to*liandle most of 
the volume north of Red Deer. 

It has made arrangements with two 
co-operative creameries, the Sedge- 
wick Cooperative Creamery, and the 
Wetaskiwin Cooperative Creamery, 
and has successfully completed ideal 
arrangements whereby the two larg- 
est creamery companies operating 
north of Red Deer, P. Burns & Co., 
and the Woodland Dairy, are to op- 
crate for the pool, At the present 
time, P. Burns company will operate 
at Vermilion, Wainwright, Camrose, 
Stettler, Ponoka and Edmonton, and 
the Woodland Dairy at Tofield and 
Edmonton, 

The territory has been so divided 
that each pool creamery will have its 
own district, thus eliminating com- 
petition. The pool, in order to oper- 
ate at the lowest cost, has set as a 
minimum one-half million pounds of 
butter, before any creamery can op- 
erate as a pool creamery. 

The whole aim and object of the 
pool is to obtain for the producer, by 
the manufacturer, 
the highest possible price for the pro- 
duction of cream, This is to be done 
not at the expense of the consumer, 
but by eliminating duplication and 
costly competition between manufac- 
turers, 

The pool started operations on 
January 1. Such a system of  co- 
operation between manufacturers in 
the interests of the dairy producers 
could only be brought about by the 
dairy producers organizing themselves 
as they have done in Alberta, to sce 
that their products are manufactured 
economically and sold through an 
efficient selling agency. 

The producer, through the Alberta 
dairy pool, is manufacturing and sell- 
ing his-products direct to the various 
markets of the world and is in a 
position to get the full market value 
for his products. 

The membership of the dairy pool 
now reaches several thousands, The 
pool member gets the full market

All previous records set by the 
Manitoba Telephone System, a pro-, 
vincial all-government owned and 
operated utility, were surpassed in 
July, when net earnings for the 
month were $15,754.
